What is known as "limber- 
aaeck" in this section is supposed 
to be caused by towls eating live 
*naggx>ts from decayed animal 
j«attcr, usually a dead fowl un 
tnoticed until too late. 

I have opened the crops of a 
number of affected fowls and in- 
•roriably found the live maggot, 
•which nearly always proves fatal. 

This has been the experience 
of a number of farmers in this 
section. My idea is that the fowl 
devours a number of the live 
maggots which go into the crop 
unharmed. The maggot retal- 
iates and in turn begins to de- 
vour the crop of the fowl, which 
jwoduces a paralysis of the 
muscles of the neck or the 
merves, and soon kills the fowl. 
This one will furnish enough to

4. Feed regularly, but never 
overfeed. 

5. Scatter the food on the 
ground when the weather will 
permit. 

6. Feed mixed grain alter 
nate; corn one day, oats next 
wheat next, etc. 

7. Allow adult fowls freedom 
as early in the morning as they 
desire. 

8. Keep hens with 
chicks in coops, well covered, 
until the chicks are three weeks 
old. 

9. Feed the the chickens 
morning, noon and aftei 

10. Mix red pepper with 
morning soft food. 

11. Grease the hens well un- 
der the wings, breast and fluff 
feathers, as soon as the chickens 
are taken off with ointment, 
made of lard and carbolic acid;

A coop made of wood slats, sol- 
id and firm, lined inside by tack- 
ing on canvas, containing five 
birds, weighing only forty-seven 
pounds, and billed from the place 
of shipment with SI. 25 charges, 
t received in Indianapolis, its 
destination. After its arrival, 
the agent at Indianapolis doubled 
the rate and collected £2.50 ex- 
press charges. 

On inquiries at the office of the 
xpress company, .we were in- 
formed that the canvas in the 
coop caused the doubling of the 
rate and they gave us a copy of 
their instructions from the com- 
pany, viz: 

"If cloth covering is used, will 
be double merchandise rate. Use 
nothing but wood in your coop. ' 

This is a distinction without | 
difference, but as long as cloth 
gives them an excuse for doub- 
ling the rate, although it does 
nothing toward strengthening or 
supporting the coop itself, still 
they take advantage of it. Hence 
is well for those who ship 
irds from one point to another 
) make their coops wholly of 
ood, and thus secure one or 
icrchandise rate, otherwise, the 
chances are that the consignee 
will be compelled to pay "double 
rate." We have looked into this 
case carefully and therefore give 
this advice intelligently, and find 
that the companies' instructions 
to their employees are so gen- 
eral that any cranky express 
hand, who bills or receives the 
goods, can charge double rates 
if cloth is used in the construc- 
tion of the coop, even to the liri' 
ihg of the same to keep oul 
frosts or to prevent them from 
putting their heads out, as in this 
instance, the cloth only s« 
for such purpose, and there 
show for correcting the same so 
long as the cloth is there to sus- 
tain the charges.— Fanciers Ga- 
zette.

Plans And Purposes of The Newly 
Incorporated Honolulu Stock 
tyards Company— Ground 
Bought, Building. 



Honolulu is to have a "Tatter- 
It is to be equal in appoint- 
ments to the best similar institu- 
tions anywhere, and will provide 
facilities that have never existed 
here before, for buying and selling 
horses and mules and all kinds of 
live stock. 

The Honolulu Stock Yards Com- 
pany has just been incorporated 
with a capital of S100.000 and with 
authority to increase it from time to 
I time, as it is needed. A number of 
Island men who have long been pro- 
minent as breeders or dealers in 
live stock, interested, as well as 
two or three men from the Coast, 
who have had experience in si 
undertakings. The promoter of the 
enterprise is W. S. Withers who 
will be its general manager. The 
other officers of the company are: 
\V. H. Rice, president; T. B. Rich- 
ards: vice-president; Frank Hus- 
tace, treasurer; A. Newhojse, s;c- 
rela^y; and L. de L. Ward, auditor. 

The company proposes to estab- 
lish a market, where intending pur- 
chasers can go to get any kind of 
live stock, and to which sellers can 
- consign their stock assured that it 
w ill be properly taken careof, dealt 
with in a business like way. At 
.1 present if a man on the other Islands 
has horses to sell, for instance, he 
ha^R^o come here with them and 
stay with them until he finds pur- 
chasers.

the sole exception of the World's Co- 
lumbian exposition will be the largest. 

It's rnther a broad statement to say 
that anything could be more beautiful 
tfcan the Court of Honor atthe great ex- 
position of 1893, particularly at night, 
but when the management of the ex- 
position which is expected to do so 
much for Buffalo, and, in fact, for all 
humanity, started on the task of plan- 
ning, the picture* of the Chicago fair 
were before them. 

"It is your task to excel that out- 
lay," was in effect the orders that the 
architects and artists were given. 
"Don't plan on so vast a scale, but make 
the courts, the lagoons, the buildings 
and the special feature* more beau- 
tiful." 

It waa a bard opctract to fulfill, -tout 
the skillful gentlem*n composing the 
advisory board wrought so well and 
planned with such consummate skill 
and taste that when their plot plan waa 
submitted to Director of Works Carl- 
ton and to Messrs. Blrge and Sprague, 
of the construct ion committee, it waa 
accepted with celerity. 

This plot plan, which 
335 acres of land, shows that the man- 



space, and from foundation to the glit- 
tering dome It will be 300 feet in height. 
On three sides it will be tin ornate, mag- 
nificent mass of architectural beauty, 
with quaint and beautiful electrical 
lights concealed in the Interstices of the 
domes and minarets with which the 
structure will be ornamented. These 
three sides of the great structure will 
be fine, but it will be on the remaining 
side that the skill of the architect, the 
electrical experts, the artists and the 
sculptors will be extended to the limit 
of human ingenuity, skill and taste. 

Here the building will have a grotto 
effect from the ground to the roof, and 
this grotto will be a mass of fountains

ornamental fountains placed series 
a bore aeries, forming th* steps. 

At the apex there will be 14 fountains 
grouped about the standpipe, which will 
be entirely concealed. Electricity will 
be the power used to force many thou- 
sands of gallons of water from the near- 
by Niagara river up to the. dizzy height 
at which these fountains will be placed. 
As the water shoots and then falls 
into the basins hundreds of electric

Beck, a Lockport artist, whose design was by all conceded to be the most beautiful 
and comprehensive of the four hundred odddrawlnga which were submitted.

:s entirety it is not classed strictly 
as a building. This will be a combi- 
nation of the beautiful Administration 
building and the Roman stadium or 
race course. The entrance to the Ad- 
ministration building will be on the 
passage from the main entrance to the 
grounds and back of that struct lira the 
walls of the great race course built in 
the Roman style will rise. Thi s will 
extend for a distance of 1,200 feet. In 
that great inclosure during the prog- 
ress of the fair the greatest athletes in 
the world will be brought together to 
compete in feats of skill, strength, 
peed and daring for rich purses and 
prizes. 

And the crowning glory of the fair, 
the architectural marvel of the world, 
will be erected within a few rods of this 
structure, right at the head of the main 
court, which, with its contributory 
courts, fountain-; anil ensendes, will 
form the most beautiful sight that the 
eye of man ever rested upon.

There will also be within the gates a 
partial Btructure, which will be much 
larger than any of the above mentioned 
buildings, but as it will not be roofed 
In its entirety It is not classed strictly 
as a building. This will be a compi- 
lation of the beautiful Administration 
building and the Roman stadium or 
race course.

And the crowning glory of the fair,

This structure, this chef d'ouvre, as 
tbi Parisian would say, will be the elec- 
trical tower, for electricity is naturally 
to be the chief dominant feature of an 
ax pod Hon erected within a brief ride 
of the harnessed cataract of Niagara, 
and within the corporate heart of the 
city to which the world has conceded 
the title of "The Klectric City."

It is not hard to understand, after 
getting an iden from this bald and hazy 
outline of the accepted plan of the com- 
ing fair, that the ensemble will be a rare 
one. Every effort is to be made to have 
what is done done right. There is ample 
time to work out the delicate details, 
and the most skillful men in the land 
Will have charge of the work.
